DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed July 1 9, 2007. 

Remarks 

2. Claims 34-51 are currently pending. Claims 1-33 have been cancelled. In the 
previous Office action, claims 2-6, 11-13, and 24-24 were objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form, including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. New independent claims 34, 41 , 42, 45, 46, and 51 include subject matter that 
has been previous indicated to be allowable. Claim 34 combines the limitations of 
canceled claim 2 with those of its base claim, canceled claim 1, claim 41 combines the 
limitations of canceled claim 6 with those of its base claim, canceled claim 1, claim 42 
combines the limitations of canceled claim 1 1 with those of its base claim, canceled 
claim 10, claim 45 combines the limitations of canceled claim 13 with those of its base 
claim, canceled claim 10, claim 46 combines the limitations of canceled claim 24 with 
those of its base claim, canceled claim 23, and claim 51 combines the limitations of 
canceled claim 27 with those of its base claim, canceled claim 23. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 34-51 are allowable over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's for allowance: Although prior art teaches 
determining the center of view of the lens of a projector, the above identified prior art of 
record, taken alone, or in combination with any other prior art, fails to teach or fairly 
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suggest the specific features of claims 34-51 the present claimed invention. Specifically 
prior art fails to teach the geometric shapes being in the form of bars. Prior art 
additionally fails to teach the projector including a first and second projector, each 
including a light source, and beam former positioned between the light source and the 
plane for forming the beam emitted from the light source, and a lens for focusing the 
light beam emitted from the beam former. The above limitations are not taught in prior 
art and moreover, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to come 
to the claimed invention.
